Progress of the schools. In addition, the 
report cards provide a broad picture of how 
well students in the school are performing, 
whether student achievement is improving 
and the investments that the school is mak- 
ing is resulting in improved student 


achievement. The larger significance of the 
report card is bringing the local community 
together with the school to focus on 
improving student performance.

Officials 
consider ORVs 
in Grayling

Grayling City officials are studying plans 
that would allow ORV operators to get in 
and out of town from Crawford County's 
network of roads where ORVs are allowed 
to travel. 

A committee comprised of Grayling 
Mayor Larry Akers, Councilman Tom 
Wellman, Department of Public Works 
Director Chad Beckett and Grayling Police 
Chief Doug Baum has been formed to 
determine if ORV routes can be established 
in the city to link with county roads where 
ORVs can travel. 

In May, the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners adopted an ordinance 
which will allows ORV operators to travel 
on the shoulders of some county roads. 

As that time, city officials opted not to 
open up any roads until further investiga- 
tion could be done on roads in the commu- 
nity that would work with the ordinance. 

The Crawford County Road Commission 
has the authority to close off up 30 percent 
of the roads to ORV travel. ORVs are not 
permitted to travel on state and federal 
roads, 

Grayling City Manager David Thayer 
said the main issue the committee will 
address is finding connections between city 
streets and county roads open to ORV trav- 
el. Thayer added that North Down River 
Road, which was closed off for ORV travel, 
presents an issue with getting ORV riders 
out to roads east of the city. 

“They're going to look at the city streets 
and county's list of roads and see if they can 
get them tied together,” Thayer said. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners, 
said the county's list and map of roads open 
or closed for ORV travel is not set in stone 
and can be amended at any time. 

Along with looking at city streets that 


‘may be open to ORV travel, city officials 


will also look at existing snowmobile 
routes in the city, 

‘Thayer said the city would write its own 
ordinance for ORV travel in the city if con- 
nections to county roads can be found.

car tour will head to Angola, 
Ind. for the afternoon.

Parrish said he already 
has 157 classic car owners 
pre-registered for the tour, 
almost double the number 
of people who registered in 
advance last year.

Theron Shinew, deputy 
director for Michigan Public 
Safety 
System, said 80 percent of 
radios linked to the system - 
50,000 radios from 1,200 


fire departments, police 
departments, sheriff's 
department, emergency 


responders and ambulance 
services, are from’ local 
agencies. 

Just 11,000 radios for the 
Michigan State Police, 
Department of Natural 


Communication | 


Resources and Michigan 
Department of 
Transportation are on the 
system. Shinew anticipates 
more local agencies will link 
to the system as grants fund- 
ing equipment communica- 


tions equipment become 
available. 
Crawford County 


Undersheriff Shawn Kraycs 
said that state of the art 
radios would allow deputies 
to’ communicate with each 
other in low lying and 
remote areas. Currently, 
when deputies travel to the 
north part of the county, they 
switch over to a frequency 
used by the Frederic 
Township Fire Department 
and EMS or utilize a cell 
phone to communicate with 
dispatchers. 

To demonstrate the power 
of the 800-megahertz radios 
at the county board's meet- 
ing, Larry Akers, the 911 
and emergency management 
director for Crawford 
County, made contact with 
dispatchers in Gaylord, 
Lansing and Negaunee. 

The 800-megahertz radio 
system will give the sheriff's 
office eight talk groups with 
a total of 16 channels in each 
group. 

Akers noted that when the 
wildfire that destroyed over 
1,600 acres south of 
Grayling in April 2008 
occurred, Department of 
Natural Resources firefight- 
ers had limited communica- 


tion and the Grayling Fire — 


Department lost communi- 
cation when a high-band 
radio transmitter on the 
cily’s water tower was lost 
after the power went out. 

Kraycs said the radios 
would allow the sheriff's 
office to get rid of cell 
phones used when inmates 
are being transported to 
other counties. The $3,000 
to $5,000 the sheriff's office 
spends per year to maintain 
the current high-band radios 
would also be reduced from 
the budget. 

Kraycs said there are no 
foreseeable plans for federal 
or state officials to switch to 
a different radio system in 
the near future, 

“The whole nation is iry- 
ing to connect with each 
other via radio systems and 
emergency services, so the 
chances of this drying up 
and going away - it could 
happen - but the chances I 
see of that happening are 
slim to none,” Kraycs said. 

The radios will cost the 
county about $72,000. The 
county is getting a $7,200 
rebate from the manufactur- 
er, . , 

Funds to purchase the 
radios are coming from the 
sheriffs office road patrol 
millage, approved by voters 
in 2005. County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said there is more money in 
the fund due to replacing a 
veteran road deputy with a 
new officer receiving less 
wages and benefits. The 


decrease in fuel prices has 
also added money to the 
road patrol fund. 

Akers said a new 
Department of Homeland 
Security grant is about to be 
released to fund training and 
equipment purchases for 
emergency responders and 
law enforcement. 

Akers said a few years 
ago, $1.3 million in 
Homeland Security funds 
was supposed to pay for 
communications equipment 
for law enforcement, but 
ended up being transferred 
over to emergency manage- 
ment and ambulance ser- 
vices. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield said his 
office has negotiated a good 
deal for the radios and did 
not want to rely on federal 
funds for equipment needed 
to serve and protect the pub- 
lic. 

“Eventually, it's going to 
come around but who knows 
when,” Wakefield said. “I 
hate to wait too long because 
opportunities slip through | 
the cracks all the time.” 

If Homeland Security 
funds to come through for 
law enforcement, Akers said 
the sheriff's office could 
enhance the 800-megahertz 
system or purchase more 
radios. 

Kraycs said the high-band 
radio equipment could be 
sold to another Jaw enforce- 
ment agency or fire depart- 
ment.

Crawford AuSable School 
District students met or 
exceeded the state average 
on those tests in 26 out of the 
28 areas. The students are

math, science and social 
studies, 

The AuSable Primary 
School and Grayling Middle 


School improved their grades 


. from a “B” score in the 2007- 


08 school to an “A” for the 
reports recently issued by 
state officials. 

Grayling Elementary has 
received an “A” score for two 
straight years. 

“We're pretty excited that 
our students have continued 
to show mastery of their 
learning and we’re proud of 
students and staff for having 
ali As in our MEAP schools,” 
Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers said. 


Powers attributed the suc- 


cess to development of the 
schoo! district’s curriculum 
and hard work in the class- 


room. 


“We attribute our consis- 

tent improvement to a very 
sound, unified curriculum as 
well and very effective 
implementation of the cur- 
riculum by the teachers,” 
Powers said. 
“ Also, Powers‘said that get- 
ting students in the class- 
room while they are young 
has been a factor in the suc- 
cess for AuSable Primary 
School.

In my personal experi- 
ence, Medicare for me has 
been practical, dependable, 
fair and timely. There’s no 
reason a much broader 
national health care plan 
could not be operated suc- 


cessfully in the same way, 

There may be some logi- 
cal reasons the federal gov- 
ernment should not be 
called upon to administer a 
yet-to-be determined wider 
health care program, but 
based on Medicare, know- 
how and experience are not 
legitimate ones.

issues leave me mumbling, 
too, 

Like Cash-for-Clunkers. I 
can’t figure out if that’s a 
good program or not. It 
seems like a lot of money 
changing hands, and a lot of 
fuel-inefficient vehicles are 
being scrapped. But does it 
make sense in the long run, 
and is it the most effective 
way to use taxpayer dollars? 
I’m still confused. 

The Dillon Plan to pool 
public employee health 
insurance plans under a sin- 
gle umbrella is another puz- 
zler.

where, probably for every 
governmental unit from 
State to township. So why 
are sO many government 
workers from state to town- 
ship sobbing so loud? What 
are the hidden traps which 
somehow | am missing? Of 
course, so far no specific 
legislation has been offered, 
so all the guess work on 
specifics leads to confusion.

CCEDP offers 
support to forest 
products industry 


The Crawford County 
Economic Development 
Partnership (CCEDP) 
Board of Directors recently 
met with local representa- 
tives of the Forest Products 
Industry to identify com- 
mon issues and concerns. 
Dave Stephenson, 
President and CEO of AJD 
Forest Products Inc., told 
CCEDP board members 
that “The current market is 
the worst ever, even worse 
than in the late 80s; the 
market has dropped 30-40 
percent.” Industry repre- 
sentatives identified .the 
following concerns. 

Sufficient available tim- 
ber is not available at an 
affordable price. Prices for 
timber stumpage has con- 
tinued to rise or remain 
constant. Delivery prices 
to the mills have dropped. 
Increased fuel and lJubri- 
cant costs, combined with 
items one — three, result in 
a significantly smaller 
profit margin for forest 
products compa. ‘es. 
Therefore, items one — four 
further combine to result in 
a much reduced supply of 
sawdust, a necessary item 
for a local firm that pro- 
duces wood pellets, a desir- 
able form of alternative 
energy. 

“The six co-generation 
facilities in Michigan’s LP 
represent 120 direct and 
1,000 indirect forest related 
jobs. They pay more than 
$8.5 million in payroll each 
year. They also pay $2.5 
million in property taxes 
and spend $30 million 
locally on fuel each year,” 
explained Phil Lewis, Plant 
Manager of the Grayling 
Generating Station. 

The Lake States Region 
has the highest cost of raw 
material and wood fiber in 
the nation. Michigan’s for- 
est products industry is at 
an all time low, resulting in 
an extremely fragile infra- 
structure. The collapse of 
the automobile and news- 
paper industries, coupled 


with the drop in housing - 


starts, has reduced the 
demand for all forest prod- 
uct sectors. Wood fiber 
from our forests is used to 
supply these industries 
with the material required 
to ship their parts, print 
their newspapers, and build 


or remodel homes and 
home furnishings. Many 
companies within 
Michigan and our Nation 
cannot compete with glob- 
al competitors because of 
our raw material and manu- 
facturing costs it is often 
less costly to export our 
raw material to foreign 
companies and _ import 
either dimensional boards 
or finished products than it 
is to harvest and manufac- 
ture the same products in 
Michigan. 

CCEDP promotes and 
advocates a healthy forest 
products industry in the 
local community, supports 
a “Sustainable Forest for 
Sustainable Communities” 
philosophy, and urges that 
management of public for- 
est lands be approached in 
a sustainable and healthy 
manner as a healthy forest 


is the best defense against 


fire and disease concerns. 

While much is being 
done to save the 
Automotive Industry, very 
little if anything is being 
done to save the Forest 
Products Industry in our 
State. 

State and Federal gov- 
ernments manage nearly 75 
percent of the land in 
Crawford County. The 
State and Federal mini- 
mum bids for standing tim- 
ber do not consider what is 
happening in the market or 
the needs of timber men 
who depend on standing 
limber to remain competi- 
tive in this market. 

Michigan grows over 
two and a half times more 
fiber than is being harvest- 
ed and this alone should 


_ provide many opportunities 


to grow and expand the 
industry while using a 
renewable resource. The 


_ Forest Products Industry 
" must partner with the State, 


Federal, and Private fand 
owners to keep our forests 
healthy and productive. 
Therefore CCEDP is 
requesting immediate 
action from our legislators 
to address the concerns of 
the Forest Products 
Industry in our County and 
the entire State, and is.

CCEDP offers 
support to forest 
products industry 


The Crawford County 
Economic Development 
Partnership (CCEDP) 
Board of Directors recently 
met with local representa- 
tives of the Forest Products 
Industry to identify com- 
mon issues and concerns. 
Dave Stephenson, 
President and CEO of AJD 
Forest Products Inc., told 
CCEDP board members 
that “The current market is 
the worst ever, even worse 
than in the late 80s; the 
market has dropped 30-40 
percent.” Industry repre- 
sentatives identified the 
following concerns. 

Sufficient available tim- 
ber is not available at an 
affordable price. Prices for 
timber stumpage has con- 
tinued to rise or remain 
constant. Delivery prices 
to the mills have dropped. 
Increased fuel and lubri- 
cant costs, combined with 
items one — three, result in 
a significantly smaller 
profit margin for forest 
products companies. 
Therefore, items one — four 
further combine to result in 
a much reduced supply of 
sawdust, a necessary item 
for a local firm that pro- 
duces wood pellets, a desir- 
able form of alternative 
energy. 

“The six co-generation 
facilities in Michigan’s LP 
represent 120 direct and 
1,000 indirect forest related 
jobs. They pay more than 
$8.5 million in payroll each 
year. They also pay $2.5 
million in property taxes 
and spend $30 million 
locally on fuel each year,” 
explained Phil Lewis, Plant 
Manager of the Grayling 
Generating Station. 

The Lake States Region 
has the highest cost of raw 
material and wood fiber in 
the nation. Michigan’s for- 
est products industry is at 
an all time low, resulting in 
an extremely fragile infra- 
structure. The collapse of 
the automobile and news- 
paper industries, coupled 
with the drop in housing 
starts, has reduced the 
demand for all forest prod- 
uct sectors. Wood fiber 
from our forests is used to 
supply these industries 
with the material required 
to ship their parts, print 
their newspapers, and build

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IRS alerts public to new identity theft scams 


The Internal Revenue 
Service reminds consumers to 
avoid identity theft scams that 
use the IRS name, logo or 
Web site in an attempt to con- 
vince taxpayers that the scam 
is a genuine communication 
from the IRS. Scammers may 
use other federal agency 
names, such as the U.S, 
Department of the Treasury, 

In an identity theft scam, a 
fraudster, often posing as a 
trusted government, financial 
or business institution or offi- 
cial, tries to trick a victim into 
revealing personal and finan- 
cial information, such as cred- 


‘tt card numbers and pass- 


words, bank account numbers 
and = passwords, —- Social 
Security numbers and more. 
Generally, identity thieves use 
someone’s personal data lo 
steal his or her financial 
accounts, run up charges on 
the victim’s existing credit 
cards, apply for new loans, 
credit cards, services or bene- 
fits in the viclim’s name and 
even file fraudulent tax 
returns, 

The scams may take place 
through e-mail, fax or phone. 
When they take place via e- 
mail, they are called “phish- 
ing” scams. 

The IRS does not discuss 
tax account matters with tax- 
payers by e-mail. 

The IRS urges consumers to 
avoid falling for the following 
recent schemes: 

* Making Work Pay Refund 
- This phishing e-mail, which 
claims to come from the IRS, 
references the president and 
the Making Work Pay provi- 
sion of the 2009 economic 
recovery law. It says that there 
is a refundable credit available 
to workers, consumers and 
retirees that can be paid into 
the recipient’s bank account if 
the recipient registers their

account information with the 
IRS. The e-mail contains links 
to register the account and to 
claim the tax refund. 

In reality, most taxpayers 
receive their Making Work 
Pay tax credit, which was 
designed for wage carners, in 
their paychecks as a result of 
decreased tax withholding, not 
as a lump sum distribution 
from a federal fund. 

¢ Inherited Funds/Loitery 
Winnings/Cash Consign- 
ment - In this phishing 
scheme, recipients receive an 
e-mail claiming to come from 
the U.S. Department of the 
Treasury notifying them that 
they will receive millions of 
dollars:‘in recovered funds or 
lottery winnings or cash con- 
signment if they provide cer- 
tain personal information, 
including phone numbers, via 
return e-mail. The e-mail may 
be just the first step in a multi- 
step scheme, in which the vic- 
tim is later contacted by tele- 
phone or further e-mail and 
instructed to deposit taxes on 
the funds or winnings before 
they can receive any of it. 
Alternatively, they may be 
sent a phony check of the 
funds or winnings and told to 
deposit it but pay 10 percent in 
taxes or fees. Thinking that the 
check must have cleared the 
bank and is genuine, some 
people comply. However, the 
scammers, not the Treasury 
Department, will get the taxes 
or fees. 

* Forrn W-8BEN - In this 
scam, fraudsters modify a 
genuine IRS form, the W- 
8BEN, Certificate of Foreign 
Status of Beneficial Owner for 
United States Tax 
Withholding, to request 
detailed personal and financial 
information, This could 
include nationality, passport 
number, bank account and

PIN numbers, spouse’s name 
and mother’s maiden name, or 
other personal or financial 
information or security mea- 
sures for financial accounts. 
The scammers may use the 
genuine form number and 
name or may make up a new 
form number, such as W- 
4100B2. 

They either e-mail or fax 
the form or letter. If only a let- 
ter, the letter itself contains the 
request for the personal and 
financial information. The let- 
ter, which claims to come 
from the IRS, states that the 
recipient will face additional 
taxes unless he or she quickly 
faxes the required information 
to the number provided by the 
scammer. 

In reality, taxpayers file the 
genuine Form W-8BEN with 
their financial institutions, not 
with the IRS. Additionally, the 
genuine W-8BEN does not 
request the taxpayer's pass- 
port number, bank account 
number, security or similar 
information. 

* Refund Scam - The bogus 
e-mail, which claims to come 
from the IRS, tells the recipi- 
ent that he or she is eligible to 
receive a tax refund for a 
given amount. It instructs the 
recipient to click on a link 
contained in the e-mail to 
access and complete a form 
for the tax refund. The form 
requires the entry of personal 
and financial information. The 
refund scam is the most com- 
mon one seen by the IRS. 
Several recent variations on 
this scam have claimed to 
come from the Exempt 
Organizations area of the IRS. 
Some others have included the 
name and purported signature 
of a genuine or a made-up IRS 
executive. 

Taxpayers do not have to 
complete a special form to 


obtain a refund. Taxpayer 


refunds are based on the tax 
return they submit to the IRS. 

How to Spot a Scam -Many 
e-mail scams are fairly sophis- 
ticated and hard to detect. 
However, there are signs to 
watch for, such as an e-mail 


that: 


* Requests detailed or an 
unusual amount of personal 
and/or financial: information, 
such as name, SSN, bank or 


credit card account numbers: 


or security-related informa-

‘name, either in the e-mail 


itself or on another site to 
which a link in the e-mail 
sends the recipient. 

* Dangles bait to get the 
recipient (o respond to the e- 
mail, such as mentioning a tax 
refund or offering to pay the 
recipient to participate in an 
IRS survey. 

« Threatens a consequence 
for not responding to the e- 
inail, such as additional taxes 
or blocking access to the 
recipient’s funds, 

¢ Gets the Internal Revenue 
Service or other federal 
agency names wrong. 

* Uses incorrect grammar or 
odd phrasing (many of the e- 
mail scams originate overseas 
and are written by non-native 
English speakers). 

* Uses a really long address 
in any link contained in the e- 
mail message or one that does 
not start with the actual IRS 
Web site address 
(www.irs.gov). To see the 


. actual link address, or url, 


move the mouse over the link 
included in the text of the e- 
mail. 

What to do - The IRS does 
not initiate taxpayer contact 
via unsolicited e-mail or ask 
for personal identifying or 
financial information via e- 
mail. If you receive a suspi- 
cious e-mail claiming to come 
from the IRS, take the follow- 
ing steps: 

* Do not open any attach- 
ments to the e-mail, in case 
they contain malicious code 
that will infect your computer. 

¢ Do not click on any links, 
for the same reason, Also, be 
aware that the links often con- 
nect to a phony IRS Web site 
that appears authentic and 
then prompts the victim for 
personal identiffers, bank or 
credit card account numbers 
or PINs. The phony Web sites 
appear legitimate because. the 
appearance and much of the 
content are directly copied 
from an actual page on the 
IRS Web site and then modi- 
fied by the scammers for their 
own purposes. 

« Contact the IRS at 1-800- 
829-1040 - to. determine 
whether the IRS is trying to 
contact you. 

¢ Forward the igsieouee e- 
mail or url address to the IRS © 
mailbox phishing @irs. gov, 
then delete the e-mail from — 
your inbox. 

The only genuine IRS Web 
site is IRS.gov. All IRS.gov 
Web page addresses begin 
with http://www.irs.gov/. 
Anyone wishing to access the 
IRS Web site should initiate | 
contact by typing the IRS, gov 
address into their Internet

Smoking cessation group 
to start in Grayling 


Mary Jane Toomey has 
added a week to her life, 
saved $625 and avoided 
smoking 1,825 cigarettes in 
the last 89 days. 

Toomey is one of seven 
graduates of the recent 
smoking cessation group at 
Northern Lakes Community 
Mental Health. 

“I got a special calculator 
to help keep track of the sta- 
tistics to help motivate me 
to keep going with quit- 
ting,” Toomey said. 

The group is the first of 
its kind offered by the men- 
tal health agency, according 
to Barbara Lane, RN, and 
class facilitator. 


“People with serious 


_ mental illness die 25 years 


younger than the general 
population due largely to 
conditions caused or wors- 
ened by smoking. We are 
finding more options to 
offer people to help them 
become healthier overall 
and to recover from their 
mental illness, in addition to 
traditional therapy and 
medication,” Lane said. 
“There are many other tools 
that are so very useful that 
people can put to use them- 
selves, freeing them of 
dependency, freeing them, 
period.” | 

“I cannot express the 
incredible things that hap- 
pen in a group. Groups are 
so powerful in terms of suc- 
cessful treatment. When I 
started the group I must 
admit that I thought I would 


' receive blessing if just one 


person were able to quit. 
Now every single one of 
them are quitters or are so

close to being smoke free it 
won’ t be long,” Lane added. 

Carol Savaglio, another 
group participant, is down 
to one or two cigarettes a 
day, from the almost two 
packs a day she smoked 
before the class started. 

“The smoking cessation 
class has really helped me,” 
said Savaglio. “Initially I 
had no plans of quitting, but 
with each week | found 
myself wanting to quit. The 
group has been so support- 
ive and informative. The 
encouragement has been 
invaluable. 1 would recom- 
mend the group enthusiasti- 
cally to anyone not even 
thinking of quitting. You 
might be surprised.” 

‘I used to really admire 
how the old film stars like 
Bette Davis and Greta 
Garbo looked when they 
were smoking. I especially 
looked up to Millicent 
Fenwick, who used a deli- 
cate pipe that | thought 
looked really elegant. It 
looked so dainty to me then, 
but now it just looks deadly. 
Smoking has lost its thrill,” 
said Savaglio. 

The group met weekly for 
10 weeks, using a curricu- 
lum adapted from a pro- 
gram designed for tobacco 
users with all types of men- 
tal health issues, called 
Learning About Healthy 
Living. 

The curriculum was 
developed in collaboration 
with University Behavioral 
Healthcare of New Jersey, 
the Robert Wood Johnson 
Medical School, Tobacco 


Dependence Program and 


School of Public Health of 
New Jersey, and funded by 


the New Jersey Division of 
Mental Health Services. 
The program was developed 
with input from consumers 
and treatment staff. 

Lane further adapted the 
curriculum to include spiri- — 
tuality issues of interest to 
members of the group. 
Other topics covered 
included proper nutrition, 
exercise, ways to deal with 
stress, and creating a “tool- 
box” of things to try when 
cravings come on. 

In addition, participants 
bonded and became a tight- 
knit group of support. They 
traded phone numbers and 
addresses and encouraged 
each other to call or visit if 
ever the urge to backslide 
grew too strong to handle. 

Val Bishop, Chief 
Operations Officer, said, “In 
recognition of the power of 
groups to help people 
recover, and the power of 
people to self-manage their 
illnesses and support each 
other, we are now offering a 
variety of groups which are 
open to the public. We are 
building a strong network of 
support, with a Recovery . 
Learning Community, MI- 
PATH chronic disease self- 
management classes, 
Pathway to Recovery 
Groups, att groups, and now 
smoking cessation groups.”

Can young talent overcome low 
numbers, lack of experience? 


Vikings to open season with

This year’s varsity football team at 
Grayling. High School has fewer players 
than in past.seasons, and will rely heavily 
on young talent. 

The squad also has a new head coach — 


‘Tim Sanchez, an assistant coach for the 
team from 2004 through 2008. Sanchez 


replaces Ben, Brock, who recently took a 
job as athletic director and assistant princi- 
pal at Port Huron Northern. Brock was 33- 
17 as the head coach and his 2005 squad 
won a district championship. 

Sanchez said this year’s squad is ‘short on 
overall numbers and will be a young group 
~ the team’s 20-player roster includes seven 
sophomores, nine juniors, and four seniors. 

“It was real easy for us to hand out gear, 
but lots are left,’ Coach Sanchez said. “It’s 
different for sure.” 

“Normally we have 28, that’s our aver- 
age. Last year we had 28. A couple years 
we were around 30. We've had seven kids 
drop out and we had to bring up some more 
sophomores,” Coach Sanchez said. ‘“‘That’s 
just the way it goes.” 

Sanchez said the team’s “first string is 
still pretty good” despite the low overall 
nurabers and the group’s relative youth. 

Sanchez said the team’s smaller group 
has probably accelerated unification. 


“We've already got a pretty close bond,” - 


Coach Sanchez said. “Everyone on the 
team will make a difference. Everybody on 
the team has a vital role.” 

“We're excited as a coaching staff,” 
Coach Sanchez said. “It’s a young team. 
Lots of talent - we’re excited about that. 
Our job is to make sure they’re varsity 
ready in two weeks. It’s a tough challenge, 
but we’re up for it.” 

The varsity squad has two new assistants 
this year ~ Kevin O’Connell, who coached 
for several years at Gaylord, and Eric 
Tunney, a four-year college player at 
Central Michigan University. 

“(Coach O’Connell) is phenomenal, The 
kids love him, He’s very enthusiastic,” 
Sanchez said. “The kids respect (Coach 


Tunney). He’s been in the trenches and the. 


kids respect that and they listen to him.” 

Schematically, the Vikings are staying 
with the no-huddle spread offense from last 
year, but they are switching to a 4-3 
defense. 

“The kids have surprisingly picked it up 
very quickly,” Coach Sanchez said regard- 
ing the spread offense. 

The team started its official practices last 
Monday. The beginning of the squad’s first 
practice was interrupted by a brief rain- 
storm, but the team was able to get in all of 
its planned work. 

“We warmed up in the hallways. It really 
only pushed us back about 20 minutes, That 
was actually a really good first day of prac- 


tice. Other than that, we’ve had perfect
